


ANS STRENGTHENS COMMITMENT TO INTERPRETATION AND OUTREACH 


The ANS Five-Year Plan approved by 
the Council this past fall made a specific 
commitment to "effectively fulfill a mis- 
sion that includes demonstrating the rele- 
vance of numismatic studies to a wide, 
diverse audience." The Council also made 
a commitment to increasing the "oppor- 
tunity for rewarding participation in 
ANS activities for scholars, collectors, 
dealers and the interested public." In 
addition to purchasing a more accessible 
home, the ANS has recently made great 
strides toward fulfilling these goals on 
both public and institutional fronts. 

The relevance of numismatic studies 
will be brought to a wide public through 
a significant exhibition in two formats: a 
major interpretive display on the history 
of money at the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York and a related ANS Web site 
exhibition with links to numerous 
related sites and introductory materials 
for grade and high school 
students. These exhibi- 
tions will increase the 
ANS museum pres- 
ence which already 
exists nationally and 
internationally at a 
variety of institutions 
besides the ANS. 

In an effort to gain perspective on 
how to increase the opportunity for 
rewarding participation in ANS activi- 
ties, the Society is undertaking three ini- 
tiatives. It applied for and received an 
Institute for Museum and Library 
Services assessment grant focusing on

American Association of Museums; estab- 
lished an Advisory Committee to increase 
communication and input on institutional 
issues, and is undertaking a major survey

EXHIBITION AT THE FEDERAL 
RESERVE: UPDATE 


On October 17th an important ANS 
exhibition on the history of money will 
open at the New York Federal Reserve 

Bank in a_ beautiful, 
& 7,000 square-foot land 

marked space two 
blocks from the new 
ANS building in 
downtown Manhattan. 
The exhibition will be on 
display for five years. Over 600 exam- 
ples of the world's great coins, currency 
and other numismatic objects will be 
presented with interpretive materials 
that explain how they represent the 
social, artistic, political and economic 
concerns of the societies that produced 
them. They date from the 7th century 
BCE in Asia Minor and China to the 
present in Asia, Africa, Europe, Latin 
America and North America. 

The Fed, which houses hundreds of 
billions of dollars of gold and securities, 
is a major attraction for tourists and 
school groups. The ANS exhibition, 
which includes a small movie theater, 
computer facilities and a replica of an 
early 19th century mint, will add yet 
another attraction to the Fed. With pro- 
fessional assistance and funding from 
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the Fed, exhibition designer Stephen 
Saitas, and ANS staff including Ute 
Wartenberg, Michael Bates, Sebastian 
Heath, Elena Stolyarik, Oliver Hoover and 
consultants Dan Freidus, Mark Tomaso 
and Jason Sanchez, the Society is 
preparing a first-class display. 

Key pieces will be included within each 
section of this comprehen- 
sive overview of the his- 
tory of money, including 
Athenian decadrachms, 
the Porus decadrachm 
which shows Alexander 
the Great in battle, Roman 
gold medallions, various medieval treas- 
ures and famous Islamic pieces including 
the so-called Standing Caliph and a pres- 
entation piece of Al-Radi. 

New York will be a special focus of 
both the exhibition and the on-line exhi- 
bition. Some of the greatest treasures of 

US coins such as the 
Brasher and Lima 
Doubloons, the 1804 
dollar, and early US 
mint pieces will 
illustrate the varied 
history of the coinage 
in the Colonial period 
and the early years of the United States. 
State, foreign, counterfeit and US coins 
circulated in New York before Congress 
mandated the exclusive use of federally- 
issued coins in 1857 will be on display 
with contemporary restaurant menus and 
other ephemera to show how early nine- 
teenth-century New Yorkers dealt with a 
fluid concept of money. 









ANS To INITIATE WEB SITE 


EXHIBITION ON HISTORY OF MONEY 


The Web site exhibition will ensure that 
interpretive content reaches 
the widest possible audi- 
ence during and after 
the physical exhibition 
is on display. The New 
York Federal Reserve 
has 40,000 visitors 
yearly; more are expected 
to attend the exhibition. Those who wish 
to will have an opportunity to do extensive 
research based on what interests them 
most. The online exhibit will stand alone, 
ensuring that the effort the ANS puts into 
the creation of the five-year gallery instal- 
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lation will become a permanent online 
resource for individuals worldwide inter- 
ested in the art, history, economics and 
archaeology represented by coins, cur- 
rency and other monetary 
objects. 

The site will include 
images and information 
for each group of coins 
as well as links to other 
Internet resources that will 
help readers understand and consider 
topics being presented. For example, the 
section on U.S. Presidents will have links 
to official biographies of the presidents 
mentioned and to discussion of the histor- 
ical events that the pieces illustrate. By 
following the links from the Brasher 
Doubloon page, readers can learn about 
the early economy of New York and its 
growing role in global trade. Links will be 
established to information on different his- 
torical periods and countries from the 
Africa, the Americas, Asia and Europe. 
Choosing appropriate links to effective, 
accurate and enduring resources will be 
one of the most important tasks in the 
development of the Web site. The Web is a 
powerful medium for showing the pro- 
found connections that coins have to the 
history and art of cultures worldwide. 

The ANS has already made a substan- 
tial commitment to making its resources 
available on the Internet. Images of over a 
thousand coins are viewed by students, 
researchers, and amateurs from around the 
world on a daily basis. Our entire collec- 
tion database is available online, as is our 
complete library catalog. 





ANS ON LOAN: COLLECTION ON 
DISPLAY IN AMERICA AND ABROAD 


There are 230 coins and medals on dis- 
play at institutions as varied as the 
National Park Service in Fort Union, 
North Dakota (2 Indian Peace Medals) to 
the National Museum and Galleries of 
Merseyside in Liverpool, England 
(Charleston Slave Badge). Numerous 
Greek and Byzantine coins are in four sep- 
arate installations at the Metropolitan 
Museum. An Antioch exhibition is trav- 
eling from the Worcester Art Museum to 
the Cleveland Museum of Art and the 
Baltimore Museum of Art (27 Greek and 
Byzantine coins). These loans are 
approved by the Council. 


INSTITUTIONAL INITIATIVES TO 
INCREASE COMMUNICATION AND 
OUTREACH 


ANS receives Assessment Grant from 
the Institute for Museum and Library 
Services. This grant will entail an ANS 
self-assessment process and the expert 
advice from a museum professional to 
improve the interpretive role of the 
Society through exhibits, tours, the Web 
site, and school programs; to improve 
audience and membership development 
through these activities; and to anticipate 
and plan for the financial requirements of 
developing a Museum of Money and 
serving a broader audience. The Peer 
Reviewer will help us prepare a realistic 
and effective plan for the museum compo- 
nent of the new facility at William Street. 

ANS Survey. In June the ANS will 
distribute a survey to the ANS members 
and an equal number of non-members 
who are interested in numismatics. 
Questions relate to interests of respon- 
dents, use of the collections and library, 
perceptions about ANS lectures, semi- 
nars, awards and future programs, ANS 
books and periodicals, and broader ques- 
tions about the institution itself. 

ANS Advisory Committee. In October 
the Council approved the establishment of 
an advisory body to help the Society's 
Council and staff face future challenges. 
Members will act as a focus group for the 
Society. They will also serve as liaisons 
with the ANS membership, and assist the 
Society in evaluating its own performance. 

The advisory group will consist of 
seven members. Three candidates will be 
chosen from recommendations made by 
the current ANS Council. Plans are for 
four additional candidates to be selected 
from applications to be reviewed by the 
Council's governance committee. All can- 
didates should demonstrate a commitment 
to the Society and will be chosen to reflect 
and balance the interests of collectors, aca- 
demics, and professional numismatists.

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ANS SPEAKERS DEMONSTRATE NUMISMATICS 


AS REWARDING PROCESS OF DISCOVERY 


The knowledge and patience required to 
trace numismatic evidence to viable conclu- 
sions brought fascinating facts, and detec- 
tive work, to light in a series of ANS pre- 
sentations over the past several months. At 
lectures and seminars in New York, 
Baltimore and Berkeley, the capacity of 
coins and currency to solve minor and major 
mysteries was demonstrated on a number of 
fronts. All demonstrated the pleasures of 
research and perseverance in providing 
insight about the cultures that preceded us. 

Coinage of the Americas Conference. 
Dr. Phillip Mossman, at the COAC sem- 
inar in Baltimore, used error coins as clues 
to the processes of minting coins in early 
America in the absence of recorded evi- 
dence. He supported his conclusions with 
numerous varieties of errors that could 
only have been caused by a certain 
process, engaging the audience in the 
process of discovery. Other speakers 
included P. Scott Rubin, Conference 
Chairman, “A History of Error Collecting 
in the U.S.;” Tom DeLorey, “1943 Copper 
Cents;” J.T. Stanton, “Pocket Change 
Varieties; Alan Herbert, “Are Errors 
Really Minting Varieties?” 

The Archer M. Huntington Award. 
Huntington medallist Ya’akov Meshorer 
found evidence of the physical representa- 
tion of the Lord of Israel on ancient coins 
despite the decrees against graven images 
and a widespread belief that God was not 
depicted in Jewish cultures. Prof. 
Meshorer also noted with pleasure that 
childhood discoveries of coins dating from 
antiquity “brought the realization that our 
forefathers had used the same language 
and lived in the same area where we spent 
our free hours.” 

The Groves Forum. Daniel J. Freidus 
posed then answered questions about new 
issues and counterfeits in early America 
“What did they know, and when did they 
know it?” Dr. Freidus used evidence from 
newspapers and other publications to 
explore the means by which knowledge of 
counterfeit coins spread through the north- 
east during the 18th century. He stressed 
that information traveled much more 
slowly then but also noted a greater 
interest by editors in detailing numismatic 
developments. A combination of these 
unofficial channels as well as official 
efforts helped maintain the integrity of

both coins and currency. 

Money, Trade and Travel in the 
Ancient Mediterranean, a symposium 
held in Berkeley, was co-sponsored by the 
San Francisco Ancient Numismatic 
Society and the American Numismatic 
Society. Ute Wartenberg presented her 
research on fractional coins found in the 
Near East around Phoenicia. Oliver D. 
Hoover, ANS Curatorial Assistant, 
described how a diadem and a scepter led 
him to identify Laodice [V as the woman 
on certain Seleucid coins. Chaired by 
Prof. Robert Knapp and Jerry Borrmann, 
the symposium also included presenta- 
tions by Carmen Arnold-Biucci, David 


Vagi, Isabelle Pafford, William E. 
Metcalf, Ben Damsky, and John 
Matthews. 


The Krause Mishler Forum on 
World Coins. Dr. Barrie Cook, Curator at 
the British Museum, spoke’ on 
Experiments and Innovations in the Tudor 
and Early Stuart Mints and described how 
experimental coins resulting from mod- 
ernization of production were used as 
commemoratives, not currency and how 
pattern innovations reflecting the prefer- 
ence of the king became standard.

CURRENT RESEARCH OF EARLY AUCTION CATALOGUES 
AT ANS SERVES U.S. NUMISMATICS 





Wayne Hilton of Aiken, S.C. spent sev- 
eral days recently at the ANS Library 
gathering additional data for his analysis 
of pricing trends in Confederate Treasury 
Notes from their first public auction in 
1865 until today. Using ANS Councillor 
John W. Adams’ two-volume United 
States Numismatic Literature as a starting 
point and augmenting it with historical 
auction catalogues referenced in other 
publications about Confederate currency, 
Hilton has already found virtually every 
auction catalogue which offered 
Confederate currency for sale from 1865 
until 1975. He intends to begin data col- 
lection for the period 1975-2000 with a 
return trip in August. 

Hilton, a native Southerner, wonders 
whether a $100 investment in “worthless 
Confederate money” at the conclusion of 
the Civil War (which he refers to wryly as 
the War Against Northern Aggression) 
might be worth more today than an iden- 


June Conference on The Heritage of Sasanian Iran 


Specialists in Iranian studies and 
related fields met at the ANS on June 8 
and 9 for a conference in honor of the late 
William B. Warden on the coinage of Iran 
and its neighbors in the seventh and eighth 
centuries. The conference was proposed 
and organized by Prof. Stuart Sears of the 
American University in Cairo. The confer- 
ence was co-sponsored by the Society for 
Iranian Studies and Sanford J. Durst. It 
opened with a worshop on reading Pahlavi 
coins, and a plenary lecture by Michael L. 
Bates, “The Coinages of Iran and Its 
Neighbors in the Seventh Century.” 

The first panel, The Representation of 
Dynasty and Government in the Late 
Sasanian Period, took place on Friday 
afternoon. Participants included Sara 
Alinia (University of Ioannina): “Crowns 
on Coins: Sasanid Ideology of Monarchy 
and Economy;” Touraj Daryaee 
(University of California at Fullerton): 
“Queen Buran and the Restoration of 

Sasanian Imperial Propaganda;’Clive 
Foss (Georgetown University): “The 
Roman Near East under Sassanian Rule 
(603-630): History and Coinage;” and 
Susan Tyler-Smith (Independent Scholar): 
“Patterns of Administrative Authority 
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tical investment in a blue-chip stock or 
precious metal. He intends to write a book 
detailing his findings and supporting his 
conclusions once data collection and 
analysis are completed. With the assis- 
tance of ANS Librarian Frank Campbell 
and ANS member Normand Pepin, Hilton 
has already researched almost 6,000 auc- 
tion catalogues and found data on over 
5,000 lots of Confederate currency.

Hilton has been unable to locate 
one important historical auction catalogue: 
Stan V. Henkel’s auction of the legendary 
John C. Browne Confederate collection in 
1902 (or 1922, dates differ.) Hilton would 
be indebted for access to a priced copy of 
this illusive catalogue.

Jon P. Amato, Ph. D., has recorded the 
descriptions and grades of 1796-97

be published in the September 
Numismatist. Dr. Amato also made use of 
Adams’ United States Numismatic 
Literature in compiling his core bibliog- 
raphy. He is now using catalogues dating 
to the 1850’s from the ANS Library in 
preparation for a planned monograph- 
length work on the numismatic history 
and rarity of this important two-year coin.

William B. Warden, one of the leading 
students of the coinage of Iran and its 
neighbors under the Sasanians, the Arabs, 
and the Hephthalites, was a Life Fellow of 
the ANS and Chair of its Committee on 
Islamic Coinage. He was a frequent donor 
to the Society’s collections and funding, 
as well as a leader of the last year’s cam- 
paign for the Islamic Curatorial Chair. He 
died in August 2000. 

While in 
Padua, Italy, Curator Michael Bates, lec- 
tured at the Museo Bottacin on the cre- 
ation and early evolution of Islamic 
coinage. About twenty persons were 
present in the coin room for the talk on 
April 19. The lecture was arranged by the 
Director of the Museo, Bruno Callegher. 


NEW VOLUME ON BRITISH COUNTERMARKED TOKENS 


ANS Fellow Harrington E. Manville’s 
book, Tokens of the Industrial Revolution: 
Foreign Silver Coins Countermarked for 
use in Great Britain, c. 1787-1828, was 
published in London by Spink’s on May 
1S! for the British Numismatic Society, as 
Number 3 in their Special Publication 
Series. This book is on a glossy stock, 308 
pages, with numerous text illustrations, 
and an additional 55 plates. 

To help alleviate the severe shortage of 
silver coins throughout Great Britain in the 
late 18th and early 19 centuries, banks, 
cotton-spinning mills, coal mines, other 
industries, and many private tradesmen 
countermarked Spanish dollars, chiefly 
struck at Mexico City and other New 
World mints. A few non-Spanish coins 
were mixed and one issue is entirely on 
French host coins. The Bank of England 
issued more than 3,000,000 counter- 
marked tokens in 1797 and 1804, but both 
series were so extensively counterfeited 
that each was withdrawn after a few 
months. Private tokens were issued in 
much smaller numbers and were more suc- 
cessful although judging by the extant 
numbers of countermarks on brass dollars, 
those of the Thistle Bank in Glasgow were 
also counterfeited in quality. 

Manville’s book discusses the histor- 


ical, economic, social background of each 
countermarking city and town and lists a 
corpus of all known examples. These total 
less than a thousand coins among the more 
than one hundred types. A strong majority 
of the issues were Scottish, a few were pro- 
duced in northern and midland England 
and only two are known from Ireland. 

The nine appendices include a listing of 
dollar prices on the London bullion market 
during the countermarking period, widely- 
ignored Acts of Parliament prohibiting the 
issuance and circulation of countermarked 
tokens, an account of theft on the Irish 
dollar and the death sentence passed on the 
thief, and the identification of certain 
forgers of tokens. 

A full index and a bibliography, keyed 
to each issuer and town, will greatly assist 
additional research in this important 
attempt to provide much needed coins to 
fuel the demands of the burgeoning indus- 
trialization of Great Britain.

Ed Owens, ANS Superintendent, is 
retiring this month after 32 years at the 
Society. As Superintendent, he was in 
charge of ANS building operations and 
security. Seven employees reported to 
him. He is also an accomplished musi- 
cian. He studied music, specifically trom- 
bone, in South Carolina and also plays 
slide guitar. 

“Ed Owens has been a wonderful col- 
league,” Director Ute Wartenberg noted. 
“He will be missed by all of us who work 
here now and have worked here over the 
past 30 years.” 

The Owens family has a long history 
with the ANS. Ed’s brother, Willie Owens, 
was an ANS security guard and ANS 
Superintendent before him. “This was the 
first and last place I ever worked in New 
York. My family thought I was the luck- 
iest person in the world, and I was. My 
brother was the first black superintendent 
at the ANS. This was home. Chris [Ed’s 
son who works at the ANS] was raised 
here. 

Now I want to go home and enjoy my 
family. I want to move before the ANS 
moves - I want to remember it the way it 
was. I have many pleasant memories to 
look back on and enjoy.”

The back of the current board has 
an illustrated chronology of the major 
design types of the U.S. Dollar from the 
pewter Continental Dollar in 1776 to the 
Sacagawea Dollar in 2000.
